Predicts Great Advance 
In Agricultural Education

jin what is generally considered — the 
dry area. For two years in succession 
Southern Alberta, and some districts 
in Saskatchewan, have produced the 
greatest crops’ on the American con- 
tinent. It is worthy ‘of note that 
these gr crops have been produc- 
ed in the “dry” districts, which seems 
to indicate that when a dry district 
gets cnough water it is. more fertile 
than a wet district. Indeed, this is 
a scientific fact. The heavy rainfall 
f wet districts leaches much of the 
fertility out of the soil. 

The value of the dry*area of West- 
ern Canada, when water is appied, is 
jenly beginning to be recognized.
